The wife promised 
and the husband went to Hebblcth- 
•waltc's store, a mile distant, and 
threatened to kill Hebblcthwalte. 


.Hebbluthwalto went to the Rlemer 


home and discharged a revolver, driv- 
ing Rlemer and his wife from the 
house. RlemtT ran away, but the wife 
returned, meeting Hebblethwalte on 
the walk. A few words were spoken, 
•when the man placed his revolver to 
her left forehead and tired, killing her 
Instantly. Then he shot himself and 
fell beside the woman.

and twice a widower. The woman was 
30 years of age and Rlcmer's second 
wife. Rlemer has four children.

COAL HERE STILL COSTS THE 


TOP SCHEDULE. 


DEALERS EXPLAIN SI UAHON 


Say That While It Is Listed Cheap, 


They Must Pay Well, OP 


Get None. 


It Is an open question among 
the 


consumers of antiiraclte coal In Jan- 
esvllle whether there Is a combine 
among the local dealers to keep 
the 


price of this kind of fuel up or wheth- 
er they are the victims 
of 
the 


scheming coal operators and jobbers 
In Chicago. 
Prices sent out by these 


Chicago Jobbers give the 
market 


price as seven dollars a ton but local 
dealers claim that while this price is 
named there Is none to be had at it 
and If they buy a supply they must 
pay what tho jobbers ask or go with- 
out.Comparison of coal prices 
here- 


with those In neighboring cities and 
towns shows that Jancsvllle has de- 
cidedly the worst of It. 
With one or 


two exceptions the dealers frankly ad- 
mit that tljo price is steep, but say 
that they are tho victims of circum- 
stances and could not sell at a lower 
figure without a loss. 
"If you want to tell 
the public 


the truth about tho matter," said one 
dealer, "you can say that we have sev- 
eral hundred tons of coal on hand 
•which cost to exceed twelve dollars a 
ton delivered here. 
We cannot sell 


below tho present figure and allow 
a reasonable margin for profit, consid- 
ering the risk we took in purchasing 
at that price. 
Tho actual amount 


paid for coal, f. o. b. In Chicago, was 
$11.00. ' The freight amounted to 
$1.20 on the'track here. 
Hauling 


must be added to that. 


$7.00 In Chicago 


"Chicago firms are quoting us a cir- 


cular price of $7.00, but they will not 
deliver the goods. 
Since December 


1st I have received just one car at 
that price. 
I have stored that away 


In my bins, and do not feel minded 
to let It go until I have sold what I 
bought at $12.20."

Sad. Indeed has been the life his- 


tory which Is rapidly drawing to a 
close In the secluded asylum In Brus- 
sels where the Ill-fated Empress Car- 
lotta. as she was lovingly known by 
the Mexicans for two brief years, la 
dying. 
The news that ere long she 


•will be released from the living death 
of the hopeless Insanity which has 
fettered her bright Intelligence for 
thirty-five weary years 
has 
been 


fcenrd with personal Interest by the 
people of two continents. 


Americans, especially those of the 


genertalon which Is Just passing from 
the world's field of action, have 
a 


feeling of tenderness for the beautiful 
empress whose life was curiously in- 
terwoven with the history of the coun- 
try on the southern borderland of 
the United States. . During the civil 
war and for a short time after Its 
close the woman who Is dying In 
Brussels and her royal husband were 
the most prominent figures In Mexi- 
co. 
The close approach of death 


awakens many reminiscences of those 
thrilling days of bloodshed and trag- 
ic suffering and stirs to Its depth the 
universal feeling of pity with when 
the fate of Charlotta has always been 
regarded by Americans, Mexicans .mil 
by her own countrymen, the Belgians. 


An Unhappy History 


All the gamut of human emotions 


•was run In her life, which practical- 
ly ended thlrty-flve years ago when, 
through the Intensity of her suffer- 
ing, she lost her mind. 
Daughter 


and sister of a king, born to wear 
the royal purple, enjoying exception- 
al advantages, happily married to the 
prince of her choice at an early age, 
reigning brilliantly ns wife of the 
viceroy of Venice and Lombardy, lea- 
ding- her beautiful borne In Austria 
•to share the fortunes of her ambitious 
husband and to find her anticipated 
brilliant career as empress of Mexico 
a most unhappy experience. return- 
Ing to Europe to plead for the life 
of her husband and finally going in- 
sane over her failure—such In brief 
•was the life of Charlotte Marie Amello 
sister of Leopold, the present king of 
the Belgians. 


Daughter of a King 


She was born nt Lac-ken near Brus- 
sels June 7, 1840. being the only dau- 
ghter of Leopold I of Belgium, and 
Louise, princess of Orleans. 
On July 


27, 1S57, when she was seventeen 
years old, she was married to Max- 
imilian, arch-duke of Austria, who for 
two years after their marriage was 
viceroy of Lombnrdy and 
Venice, 


where he gained great and deserved 
honor for his enlightened measures. 
After a-visit to Maderla and Brazil, 
tho couple took up their home In 
the palace of MImamar, near Trieste. 
Both Maxlmillum and his wife were 
very popular and these facst led to 
Intrigues to place him on tho Austrian 
throne by revolutionary means. 


Nothing came of these plans and 


the happy domestic life In the Aus- 
trian palace was Interrupted by Na- 
polcan III who had long contemplated 
the establishment of a Mexican em- 
pire under French protection as a 
part of his ambitious scheme to be- 
come ruler of the world. Meanwhile 
In Mexico, disgusted with civil wars, 
a large portion of tho peoplo were 
ready to welcome a foreign ruler and 
In July 1SC3 nn assembly of notables 
offered the Imperial crown to Maxim- 
ilian who "accepted It, after much 
hesitation. April 10, 18<!4. 


End of Happiness 


Then misfortunes began to come 


thick and fast. 
By his now position 


Maximilian was obliged to abdicate 
his rights of succession to the Aus- 
trian throne. 
He was given assur- 


ance of aid from France and Napol- 
can 
encouraged Maximilian to be- 


lieve that It would be easy to estab- 
lish his empire in Mexico, ns 
the 


United States, which would natural- 
ly sympathize with the -tottering re- 
public, ns busy with its own war of 
the rebellion. 


Career In Mexico 


May 28, 18C4 the emperor and em- 


press arrived nt Vera Cruz and were 
welcomed with great apparent 
en- 


thusiasm. Maximilian's Independence 
led to the loss of friends and pol- 
itical support; the republicans rose 
up against him under their former 


president; Juarez, the United States, 
while professing neutrality, refused to 
recognize the empire while It was 
supported by Franco; sympathy, fin- 
ancial aid and even military assis- 
tance was given by the Americans to 
the army under Juarez and finally the 
United States, significantly massing 
its troops in Texas, took measures 
to enforce the Monroe doctrine and 
compel the removal of French troops. 


•Imperial Honor 


Knowing that his throne could not 


stand alone. Maxllllian remained at 
tho head of the empire through an 
exaggerated sense of honor and after 
tho final bloody battle In which Juar- 
ez was victorious he scornfully re- 
fused all opportunities of escape and 
surrendered. Ho was tried by a court 
martial; condemned to death and shot 
at Qiiaretaro. June 19. 18(17. 


Carlotta's Faithfulness 


Throughout all prosperity and all 


reverses of fortune Maximilian's most 
loyal supporter and adviser was his 
wife. 
She was strongly opposed to 


the war and nil sanguinary measures 
and throughout Mexico she was not- 
ed for her support of charitable mea- 
sures ns w.ull ns for her winning man- 
ners. In July l8f>S sue went to France 
In the vain hope of Inducing Napol- 
can MI to continue his support of 
Maximilian. 


Her Mission Fails 


The French emperor received her 


coldly., refused, almost 
with Insult 


to fulfill his pledges and flna..y dis- 
missed her, it Is naid. by asking what 
route she preferred to take out 
of 
t ranee. 
Cnrlotta then went to Rome 


to seek the 
intervention of Pope 


Pius but received no encouragement. 
Ilej; disappointment and forebodings 
brought on an attack of brain fever 
which left her hopelessly Insane. 


Kept in Seclusion 
Cnrlotta was not Informed of 
her 


husband's death. 
Taken to Mlramnr 


and thence to Brussels, she has been 
kept in strict seclusion. 
She was 


one of the most beautiful women and 
loveliest 
characters In all Europe 


and her life history has been one 
of the saddest.

At n recent dairymen's meeting at- 


tended by the writer one of the speak- 
ers, a very practical and successful 
innn, advised feeding cows only twice 
a day. since he had Ki'cn the plan em- 
ployed with results Just as good us 
when the cattle had three meals nnd 
with u considerable saving In labor. 
Yet the speaker confessed that he ntlll 
fed his cows three times a day, merely 
because he feared that a change would 
cause temporary shrinkage In the milk 
yield, lint there Is no need to fear 
Buch effects, says American i.'ultlvator. 
The writer made the change from 
three to only two feedings without, so 
far as could be observed, losing a sin- 
gle quart of milk. It was done gradu- 
ally In about four days, making tho 
noon meal lighter each day and Increas- 
ing the other feeds until the change 
WUH made before the cows knew- what 
was being done. A cow's stomach Is 
very large as compared with that of n 
horse or of a human being, and she 
can -Nislly hold enough to last twelve 
houra. Water should be given In the 
forenoon. The two feed plan Is quite 
u labor saver.

agreement reached by tho Republican 
senators in a conference held Imme- 
diately after the adjournment of the 
Senate the Panama Canal treaty will 
be taken up at onre and*kept before 
the Senate until a vote Is taken upon 
It. 


Senator Allison of Iowa reported 


to the conference the views of the 
steering committee and Mr. Culloin 
made a formal motion that the treaty 
be given the right of way- Mr. Quay 
objected, stating that he would have 
to withhold his consent until some ar- 
rangement was made for a vote upon 
the omnibus statehood bill. 


Quay Yields. 


Mr. Galllnger of New Hampshire In- 


dorsed Mr. Quay's position, but Sena- 
tor Forakrr of Ohio, .who in a leader 
•with Mr. Quay In the statehood light. 
urged that the Importance of the canal 
treaty made It imperative- that action 
be taken upon it at this session. 


Mr. Quay finally acntilcficed. with 


the statement that he would Interpose 
no objection to the consideration of
